Both Sides Are Held at Fault 


by Three Groups Making 
Their Report Here. 


SITUATION ATTRIBUTED 
TOA LOCK- badd ORDER 


Catholic ae ake Federal 
Council and Rabbis Join: 
in Investigation. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Committees representing the three 
' dominant religious bodies of the United 
States combined yesterday in a report 
of facta and findings on the strike of 
engine employes which has been in 
progress on the Western Maryland ralil- 
road since October, 1925. 

The findings, adverre in several 
spects to the railroad management's 
labor policy, and taking exception tn 
some ways to the attitude of the labor 
‘leaders, was the result of a six-month 
investigation, jointly conducted by the 
research department of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, the Bocial action department of the 
National Catholic Welfare conference 
‘and the social justice commission of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis. 

A second installment of the report, 
containing the main conclusions 
reached by the investigators, will be 
made public today. 


Rockefeller Mentioned. 


The report given out today said that 
John D. Rockefeller, jr. who was the 
largest individual stockholder in the 
road, was “known to be out of sym- 
pathy with the labor policy of the 
managemen..” 

Difficylties began on the 
Maryland itn the fall of 1925, when the 
railroad refused a wage increase to 
enginemen, firenren aid hostiers,. at a 
time when a similar increase had been

granted by nearly all other trunk Iines | 


in the country. 

“The essence of the dispute which 
ied to the strike was a refusal of the 
company to grant the wage increase 
except on condition that the men 
would accept certain changes 
governing conditions which 
affected compensation.” the report 
said. “When a deadlock was reached 
a sirike vote was taken by the broth- 
erhood officials, but action on it was 
delayed pending the resuits of further 
attempts to reach an agreement The 
strike was. precipitated by an order 
posted without warning by the com 
pany requiring that all men 
wished to remain in the service of the | 
company must align an individual 
agreement which was in effect a non- 
union contract Those wh» refused to 
sign were to be dismissed from the 
service. Some of the men were s#uim- 


was posted 
Lock-out Order Is View 


“The order was, in fact. a lock-out 
order, and the men discharged under 
it on October 13 and 14 were locked 
out. The Western Maryland was lock- 
tng out —refusing to permit to work 
those of its employes who would not 
avree as individuals to work under new 
conditions. As the railroad labor board 
said later, the company ‘struck first, eo 
to speak” If the present situation on 
the Western Maryland is called a 
atrike, it its onlv because the 
struck before a- lockout order 
made fully effective. ° ° * 

“At the same time. it is true the 
men showed themselves somewhat ob- 
durate in the negotiations and unwill- 
ing to concede points which afterward 
they did concede, and even at the 
very end of the period of exchanges be- 
tween them and the management made 
requests which they could not have 
expected would be granted and could 
not have intended to insist upon.’ 

Wage increases sought ran from 4 to 
10 cents per hour in various catego- 
ries of employment, the report said tn 
reviewing other conditions, and were 
denied largely on the ground that the 
railroad’s earnings were insufficient. 
The management sought relief from 
‘eguiations which in some cases, the 
report conceded, meant that “men were 
doing much less than an ordinary day's 
work for a day's pay.” A method of 
removing such points in railroad con- 
tracts. by conference between em- 
ployes and officials, was suggested, 
but tn a lengthy review of the rail- 
road's financing the committee con- 
cluded that “a fauity financial struc- 
ture,” rather than adverse conditions, 
was responsible for lack of earnings. 


Conflict Over Dividends. 


“The confiict is not between a wage 
settlement and bankruptcy.” the re- 
port said, “but between a wage settie- 
ment and dividends on stock. It is 
specifically a confilct between a wage 
settlement and dividends on the first 
preferred stock, which has a first claim 
to the net income of the road. This 
situation, from the standpoint of the 
economist, shows faulty financial struc- 
ture.”

“During these last days two facts 
stand out,” the report said of the ar- 
bitration proposal. “One is that the 
only definite proposals to arbitrate or 
conciliate come from the side of the 
men. The other fact is that the union 
negotiators handling the case had been 
instructed five days before the strike 
to propose, as a last resort, joint sub- 
mission to the railroad labor board 'if 
the company would agree to accept 
its decision and that they did not pre- 
sent this proposition. When it was pre- 
sented, it came through a third party. 
That the men did not convey this of- 
fer to the management constitutes a 
weakness in their case.”

$90,000 PEARLS LOST

Necklace of Wife of Wealthy 
Lumberman Disappears

Chicago, Feb. 13 (By A. P.).—The 
loss about two weeks ago of a matched 
pearl necklace valued at .between 680.- 
000 and $90,000 has been revealed here 
by Mrs. Edward Hines. wife of the 
wealthy Chicago lumberman.

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 13 (By A. P.).— 
In a compendium of opinion of col- 
lege and university executives on farm 
relief, which it will publish tomorrow, 
the Courier-Journal states that the 
majority believe that agricultural re- 
generation in the South must come 
through the farmers themselves, with- 
out the aid of legislative artifices. 

The expression of opinion compiled 
by the paper as a whole urges reor- 
ganization of the present credit system, 
which is blamed for the one-crop 
method. A digest of the article con- 
tinues: 

“Although ‘cooperative marketing. 
with its problems, was the subject of 
the Courier-Journal’s original request 
for university statements, practically 
all of the professors who in their re- 
plies touched on guarantees or subsi- 
dies viewed any method of “price fix- 
ing” as simply inviting overproduction. 
Economically unsound was the general 
verdict. 

“One of the university representa- 
tives, asked directly about the McNary- 
Haugen bill, said the opinion of many 
in his department was that President 
Coolidge could not afford politically to 
veto the measure.

New York, Feb. 13 (By A. P.).—The 
American communist movement, which 
had 35,000 members in 1919, has de- 
clined steadily, until it has only 5,000 
to 7,000 members today, says James 
in his book, “American Com- 
munism,"’ to be published tomorrow by 
the Rand School of Social Science. 

Mr. Oneal says that reports heard so 
frequently a few years ago of millions 
of communists in the United States 
were absurd exaggerations.

Survey Shows Gain 
In Auto Fatalities 


A survey of 78 of the largest cities 
in the United States for four weeks in 
January of this year shows an increase 

‘in the number of automobile fatalities 


over the corresponding four weeks in 
January of last year, the Department 
of Commerce announced yesterday. For 
the period this year there were 473 
deaths, co ed with 431 last year. 

Fifteen of the cities in question, 
however, reported no automobile deaths 
this year, while only ten reported the 
same result last year. It was found 
the lowest number of deaths by four- 
week since May, 1925 was in 
March, 1926, when only 350 deaths 
were recorded, while the period ended 
November 6, 1926, listed the highest, 
676. The winter months during this 
survey were always in the lead in the 
number of deaths.

“Christian Science has given us eyes

| g to walk in it, but I would not give 
| the impression that this way and this 
understanding can come to you with- 
out any effort on your part. We can 
call your attention to the heritage. Ac- 
cording to the Bible, it is ‘tncorrupti- 
ble’ and ‘fadeth not away,’ but if you 
desire it you must claim it. There fs 
no realm in which you can do so other 
than the realm of thought or educa- 
tion, using the term in the highest 
sense. 

“The thinking that resembles God- 
and thinking is the only thing about a 
human being that ever does resemble 
God-—is the way and the only way of 
deliverance. It was the way that Jesus 
recommended; it was His way 

“The beneficent power and influence 
of the Christ can not be invoked 
through material means. You and I at 
this moment are thinking about the 
healing power of God, which available 
power apprehended is properly named 
Christ, Truth. To think about it is a 
wonderful step for us to take, but it is 
not the final step. In a certain sense 
there is no final step) You can not 
measure thoughts. They are not re- 
stricted by time or distance. We can 
think over hill and dale and lakes and 
mountains and forests and cities and 
countries and oceans and even out to 
the stars. What a wonderful word 
mind is! 

“Do you dv abt the power of this di- 
vine presence? Do you think this power 
insufficient to heal your diseases, as- 
suage your sorrows, comfort your 
hearts, remove your fears, and give you 
the kingdom of heaven within and 
without?, The supreme naturalness of 
all this must appeal to every earnest 
person. Ite efficacy is certain, and 
every one may test it for himself. En- 
tertaining these ideas with absolute 
sincerity, you will find that they banish 
evil thinking and wrongdoing. 

“Christian 6cience alone brings ta 
light divine Principle and shows that 
no thinking is right except that which 
recognizes that the design and purpose 
of the one divine and infinite Mind is 
good, and is equally good for all crea- 
tures.

All three deaths occurred late Satur- 
day and added to the unusual number 
of fatalities resulting from gas.
